Sierra Madre’s Fire Chief, 
Richard Probart, In coopera¬ 
tion with the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Gas Company, warned 
that many local homes arc 
still among the estimated 
130,000 In Southern and Cen¬ 
tral California households 
tliat still are being heated 
with potential fire hazardous 
unvented gas heaters. 

"Tlie dangerous fire haz¬ 
ard created by an unvented 
heater Is a tremendous con¬ 
cern to our department,’’ .said 
Chief Probart. "Many of 
these heaters have an open 
and unshielded flame that 
can touch off a fire which 
could destroy a home or ser¬ 
iously Injure a person or 
pets. 

"During the cooler weath¬ 
er, we have found that peo- 
l)le will bring in auto or 
motorcycle parts to clean, 
using combustible liquid for 
cicariing. Vapors from these 
cleaning solutions can be 
easily ignited by open un¬ 
vented heaters or a water 
heater,” he stated. 

The Chief further stated 
that careless use of unvented 
heaters can also lead to 
asphyxiation. In a closed 
room, an unvented heater 
can consume all the oxygen 
and produce carbon mon¬ 
oxide ... a colorless and 
tnlorless gas that, with pro¬ 
longed exposure can cau.s»' 
death. Many people think 


that sitting a pan of water 
on top of such heaters pro¬ 
tects them from carbon mon¬ 
oxide gases. ’This is totally 
false! A pan of water puts 
moisture into the air, but in 
no way prevents production 
of carbon monoxide, there¬ 
fore it does r>ot protect you 
or your family and home 
from possible fire and death. 

Your fire deportment and 
gas company have been dis¬ 
couraging the use of un¬ 
vented heaters for many 
years. Both agencies recom¬ 
mend that sucfi appliances 
be replaced with approved 
vented heater that are certi¬ 
fied by a .national testing 
laboratory. 

Unfortunately, there warn¬ 
ings have gone 'unheeded by 
too many resldejrts and the 
end result is often an un¬ 
necessary tragedy. 

Since many residents will 
continue to use these dan- 
gcro"a lieaters regard leas of 
numerous warnings, Chiel 
Probart suggests that the In¬ 
dividual should be aware of 
tlie potential hazard and 
follow several safety pre¬ 
cautions. These are: Make 
sure that the heater is prop¬ 
erly adjusted. Keep a win¬ 
dow open In the room where 
the heater is located to pro¬ 
vide an adequate ox>gen 
supply. Keep the heater out 
of children’s reach. ’Turn the 
heater off at bedtime, and. 


only use approved metal, not 
rubber, gas line connectors. 

Chief Probai-t issued a fur¬ 
ther warning about attic 
heater In homes in that the 
filters should be changed, 
the motors oiled and safety 
valves checked. Numerous 
fires have happened In Sier¬ 
ra Madre due to this source, 
some of them have consumed 
the entire roof. Further, for 
those that have floor fur¬ 
naces. Beware of allowing 
bedding or clothing to be 
left close to them and do 
not allow children to sleep 
or rest lying near them .nor 
to walk across them, espe¬ 
cially In bare feet, while 
they are In operation. Our 
medical unit and fire depart¬ 
ment have beerv called sev¬ 
eral times to treat burned 
children and homes Involved 
In fire due to the floor fur¬ 
nace catching bedding and 
clothing on fire. 

Qn behalf of the Volunteer 
Firefighters, Chief Probart 
said . . . "All of us wish you 
a very nappy holiday sea¬ 
son, and if it w’ere possible 
for me to call a moratorium 
on fires, accidents and slck- 
ne.ss, I would proclaim it 
immediately." Fire Chief 
Probart closed his remarks 
with .... "In the event of 
fire or any medical emer¬ 
gency, call 355-1401 immedi¬ 
ately, we will be by your 
side in moments.”

Con artists, burglars and 
purse snatchers. 

This is their big profit-, 
making season, and you, the 
shoppers and homeowners 
are their target! 

We don’t Know where or 
when they will strike, and 
we can’t stop them entirely, 
but we certainly can make 
it a lot harder for them with 
a few simple safety rules. 

To help prevent burg¬ 
laries remember — 

1 Christmas trees in the 
home, in front of the win¬ 
dow, with presents all aroimd 
is an open Invitation to bur¬ 
glars. (For safety, trees 
should be placed anywhere, 
except next to a street-fac¬ 
ing window. 

Home delivery of packages 
can aj^o entice a burglar to 
your doorstep. If a package 
i.s going to be delivered to 
your home, ask a neighbor 
to pick it up for you. 

Don’t leave notes for de¬ 
liverymen and others on your 
front door telling them when 
you will return. (You’re only 
making it easy for any crook 
lhat happens along.) 

If you are leaving for the 
holidays, ask your neighbors 
to keep an eye on your 
place, also notify police and 
put a couple of lights on 
timers. 

Shoppers should heed the 
following advice: 

Shop with a friend.

If 
a.nyone, at home or on the 
street approaches you with a 
deal that sounds too good to 
be true, with easy profits, 
and you fall for it, you may

Due to more Impoitant 
tasks the employee division 
of the City Hall has found 
themselves so m e three 
months behind in the record¬ 
ing of building permits, but 
as of tliis moment have 
caught up, so to speak, and 
give you the full report be¬ 
low which includes August. 
September and October of 
^ 97S as compared to the 
same period of 1977. 

Building permits in Au¬ 
gust dropped behind the pre¬ 
vious year by some $1,350,CXX) 
and ended up with a total 
of being behind the year for 
the nine month period of 
some $1,175,0(X). September 
continued the decli.ne wnth 
a slight drop but put the 
nine month total at a decline 
over 1977 to $1,410,923. (3c- 
tober saw the decline con¬ 
tinue on a very small basis, 
Imt as of November first the 
total decline In building per¬ 
mits for 1978 over 1977 
showed a decline for the ten 
months of $1,518,.363. 'The to¬ 
tal for the year 1978 Iieing 
for the ten months total of 
$2,011,446, as cxtmpared to 
1977 total of $3,530,809. 

Permits Issued for the 
three months were as fol- 
Ic.ws: Building, 82: excava¬ 
tion, 6; electrical, 52; mech¬ 
anical, 20; plumbing, 39 and 
sewer, 15. All fee collections 
of 1978 over 1977 was down 
approximately $700. Busines.3 
license total for the ten 
months showed that thev' 
were down approximately 
$1,300 over the 1977 period 
at this same time. Some of 
the building decline could be 
attributed to no replacement 
for the Montecito condo¬ 
miniums of 1977.

The Tobacco Industrv is 
trying -to make us believe 
that the government does 
not support the tohac co 
farmer. No, they sav It is 
(he other way around. “Th.- 
tobacco farmer supports th” 
government." The Institut'* 
admits without the supiv'rt 
tlie tobacco famter would bt 
in a had way. These suiwi- 
dies, which have been going 
on for 46 years, make the 
tebaceo farmers prosperous. 
They pay state and ftxieral 
income taxes. Theref or", 
they support the govern- 
mejit. Oil, the Tohaeco In- 
•stilute is so cleverl! 

The tobacco IntUislry is 
fra.ntically advcilislng. In a 
ctirrent weekly magazl n e. 
Marllxiro has a six-page ad 
III the .same magazine there 
are three onr-page ads for 
ether brands of cigarettes 
On each ad apix'ars the 
warning of the .burgeon Gen¬ 
eral. Tile ads should also 
show pictures of a car 
wreck, a blazing Iwilding, 
and a grave marker. 

It could be the tobacco 
people are ninning .scared. 
Perhaps they see the hand¬ 
writing on the wall. That 
the tobacco Indus fry is 
doomed. .Smoking Is becom¬ 
ing less popular “Cure th<- 
Smoking Habit" Clinics arc 
popping up afl over the 
country. It may take years, 
liut it will hnppt n. Smoking 
will b: socially unacepfahle. 
All that rich land in twenty 
two .states now planted in 


tobacco will be producing 
food to help feed the world. 
In the meantime, .non-smok¬ 
ers should be given a 
.smoKe-free place In which 
to W’ork.

Then 
your ability to huy gnsollni 
will depend upon your will. 
Tgness to kowtow to the 
Kureaucrats is.sulng the ra¬ 
tion cf'iipons. 

Apparently the fede r a I 
government bt'lleves that 
forcing oil prices out of 
sight by printing reunterfelf 
monev has not eauseri us 
r-.no’igh trouble. The Dep.nn- 
ment of Energy has d-. 
vrloped n gasoline ratlrwlng 
pnvgrnm that rsviid he ptn 
into effect whenever the 
Congn'ss agrr-e that such a 
program is neegssary. UTien 
they do agrre, you may be 
sure that this oil shortage 
and rationing program was 
"Made in Washington.” The 
better to control you with, 
my dear.

Before you use that crum¬ 
pled up parking ticket to 
practice your hook shot into 
the waste basket, you should 
become aware of the diffi¬ 
culties you might incur by 
ignoring that ticket when 
you try to renew your ve¬ 
hicle registration at the De- 
paitment of Motor Vehicles, 

Director Doris V. Alexis cau¬ 
tions. 

If the court which normal¬ 
ly collect on. that parking 
ticket is one of the 105 
courts which have joined the 
DMV parking violation pro¬ 
gram, a record of that park¬ 
ing ticket and the bail 
amount will be sent to DMV. 

Then when, your vehicle 
registration is due, you will 
bo required to pay the bail 
plus a $2 service fee to DMV 
for each ticket recorded, be¬ 
fore DMV will renew your 
registration. 

The only option open to 
the individual with a delin¬ 
quent parking ticket is to 
settle with the court or pay 
DMV. If the ticket is cleared 
at the court, the Individual 
must get a written clearance 
from the court, and submit 
the clearance form with the 
registration application for 
renewal. 

These forms and a check 
for the amount due on the 
registration card can be 
mailed to DMV. You need 
not present the forms in per¬

Gann Seeks 499,846 Sigs 

Flusli with .success at the voting booth in June, Propo¬ 
sition 13 co author Paul Gann will attempt to score 
a similar coup. 

Under the banner of the "Spirit of 13, Inc.," a com¬ 
mittee organized In Sep.ember to Impose a constitutional 
spending limit on state and local government, Gann will 
attempt to qualify an iniliatlve for the June 1980 ballot. 

"When people voted for Proposition 13, they voted 
for a tax out — not a tax shift,” Gann said. “If govern¬ 
ment can jnist raise taxes again, then Proposition 13 won’t 
have accomplished anything at all.” 

A total of 499,846 valid signatures are required to 
qualify the spending limitattion amendment. 

P’hase two of Gann’s strategy calls for the deployment 
of civic and fraternal organizations to gather signatures 
in volumes of 5,000 or more as part of their normal fond- 
raising ac.lvities. Various college fraternities and sorori¬ 
ties in Los Angeles, for example, are soliciting signatures 
now and will receive $500 for every 5,000 valid signatures 
turned into the committee. 'The goal, according to project 
turned into the committee. The goal, according tl project 
coordinator Martin D>er, is to enli.st 75 groups capable of 
securing 5,000 signatures each, for a total of 375,000 valid 
signatures. 

The third and most critical phase of the campaign is 
the grass-roots volunteer effort being run by Gann hjm- 
.self, whose Proposition 13 qualifying committee filed sig¬ 
natures in each of the 58 California counties. He Intends 
to duplicate that effort on l)ehatf of his expendl ure limita 
tlon amendment. "I will do anything this side of vio¬ 
lating the law to set? that this measure is qualified.” 

Cal-Tax assisted with the drafting of the proposal, 
which was dewloped after legislation (SCA 42, Deukme- 
jian; SCA 61, Garamendi) to variously limit state and local 
government siiending failed during the latter part of the 
19'(7 78 legislative session. 

In the News! 

Assets of savings and loan as.sociations headquartered 
in California have lopped the $90 billion mark, the Cali 
fornia Savings and Loan I.eague has announced. 

At September .30, 1978, the figure stood at $92.2 bil¬ 
lion. lup 6.8 per cent from June 30, 1978, and up 14.9 per 
cent from a year earlier. 

California is by far the largest savings and loan sta.e 
In the union. Nearly 20 i>er cent of all S & L as.sets are 
in the stale. California is also larger than the .secxjnd 
and third states comblnt'd, Florida an<l Illinois. Natlcuial- 
ly S & L a.s.sets are In excess of $500 billion. 

TTtere are 168 savings and loan associations In Cali 
fomia, 17 of whloli h.ave more than $1 billion In a.ssels. 

Nearly 85 per cent of the a.sscts held bj- California 
S & Ls are mortgage loans. California savings and loans 
finance an estimated 75 i?er cent of the state’s housing 
each year. 

Two Hands At Work! 

Inflation fighting by the fcid.-ral government can take 
some funny twists. VTiilc many agencies are urging both 
majiagement and labor to hold down wages and prices, 
another arm of government is urging changes that could 
cost con.sumers billions per year In food exists alone. 

That agency is the Bureau of Motor Carrier Safety 
(B.MCSI, which is advcx-atlng a li.tle publicized plan to 
change tlie hours of seix'ice for the nation’s truerk drivers. 

On its surface the plan seems rea.sonable: to in- 
crc'ase the amount of off duty time for drivers by up to 
60 per cent following each ten hours of driving. 

However the "ripple c'ffect” of this plan would mean 
both higher prices for consumers and .severe economic 
eftects in many of the nation’s small communities. 

It would force the trucking industry to use t?.n trucks 
for fhe work now jierform. and that ceuld cause tremen¬ 
dous Increa.ses In the price of censuiner llem.s. 

In official testimony on the projxisal. Swift & Co. esti¬ 
mated it would add $2 billion to the* nation’s alrcad>’ high 
food bill each year. 

In addition to the problems this would cause for 
everyone who eat.s, tlie propo.sal would have a disasterous 
effect on many communitlc*s that depend on payrolls from 
trucking opc'rations and related indu-stries. 

For example, a major user of truck tran.sportation in 
Prtxtue Isle, Maine, 420 miles north of Bos on, now em¬ 
ploys 1,200 workei-s. That small community depends on 
the plant payroll. 

But, like many small and medium sized ojierations, 
this firm can’t stand to b<> hit with more cost increases. 
As its officials say; 

“Any further additional costs to our operation could 
and will .have devas atlng effects on this company’s sur¬ 
vival” And, if the company goes, so goes the economy of 
the area. 

Another example: 

A Florida common carrier of canning supplic's and 
products .says the re.schedullng of drivers’ hours would 
boost co.sts enough that i; would cease operations. The 
ultimate losers: the nearby community and its residents. 

Clearly, a ,na ion with an already inflationary economy 
can scarcely afford any more government tinkering to 
cause higher pricv*s lor all of us and severe economic 
hardship for many segments of the population.

“Nature Notes” 

By Sandor Junkunc 


Did you know tliat many 
years ago .... perhaps 
ttiousands . . . chaparral was 
not growing on oair moun¬ 
tainsides. The major plant 
was the pine tree. And if we 
look hard enough we can 
still find remnant patches of 
pine here and there in the 
secluded canyons. However, 
over the years, fires came 
so rapidly . . . one upon 
the heels of another .... 
pines couldn’t survive. So, 
the various plants of the 
chaparral community came 
to be the sole, successful 
survivors of calamitous fire! 
This is because of their 
ability to reproduce quickly 
after a fire has swept 
through. Scientis t s call 
chaparral Fire Climax vege¬ 
tation! The exception to this 
is a type of pine that actual¬ 
ly requires that high heat 
of fire to hurst open its 
cones to immediately spread 
its seeds for quick reproduc¬ 
tion!

ground level. The heat of the 
fire burnirig across the soil’s 
s.urf.ace is the factor that en¬ 
ables the seeds to begin ger- 
minatlo,n . . . much like that 
pine I mentioned. This Is no 
minor event. It can be quite 
dramatic! In approximately 
a year or two after a fire, 
the previously scorched area 
will be unrecognizable with 
thick, luxuriant growth! So, 
many chaparral areas can 
spring back quickly after a 
fire. However, there are 
circumstances . . . such as 
tlie time of year the fire took 
place . . . which require 
seeding of the burned over 
area to hasten growth before 
winter rains In order to re¬ 
tard hillside erosion. 

The large reduction of 
fires through the successful 
Smokey the Bear campaign 
in our country has enabled 
scientists who study the 
phenomenon of fire to do 
some soul searching. Up to 
that point many fire«! were 
started in state and national 
parks through the careless¬ 
ness of campers and other 
outdoors people. Thus the 
beginning of famous Smokey 
the Bear. But during the 
years of decreased fires, 
scientists began to better 
understand that there were 
benefits from periodic fires: 
benefits such as fertilization 
of soil; animal pooulation 
control; wiping out of dis¬ 
eases in old growth; and the 
establishing of fresh, .new 
food sources . . . just to 
mention a few! In fact, 
many are beginnirvg to feel 
that a fire should sweep 
through every 28 years or
